The  Superintendent  wishes  to  express  an  appre- 
ciation for  the  cordial  manner  he  has  met  from  all 
during  the  current  year. 

We  have  installed  a  jacketed  heater  in  the  Mont- 
view  building,  which  makes  the  room  more  comfort- 
able and  more  healthful  by  creating  a  better  ventila- 
tion. We  have  had  the  underpinning  repaired  at  the 
Depot  school  building  so  that  it  has  been  much  more 
comfortable  during  the  winter. 

The  front  part  of  the  Depot  building  is  sinking 
and  needs  attention,  also  the  roof  needs  shingling  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.
